THE  SECONDARY  SCHOOL  PROGRAM 

There  were  four  new  members  on  the  faculty  of 
the  high  school  at  the  opening  of  school.  They  were 
Mrs.  White,  Mrs.  Williams,  Mrs.  Copp,  and  Mrs. 
Leavitt.  Mrs.  Copp  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  fall 
term  and  was  succeeded  by  George  W.  Morse,  a 
graduate  of  Gorham  State  Teachers  College.  When 
Mr.  Pressley  resigned  to  accept  a  position  as  prin- 
cipal of  Ipswich  High  School,  Mr.  Hackett  was  pro- 
moted to  the  principalship.  John  C.  Gordon,  a  recent 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Maine,  was  hired  to 
teach  the  classes  that  had  been  taught  by  Mr.  Hack- 
ett. 

In  spite  of  the  several  changes  in  the  teaching 
staff,  we  have  been  able  to  fill  the  positions  with 
very  capable  teachers  so  the  high  school  continues 
to  offer  an  excellent  program.  The  employment  of 
one  additional  teacher  this  year  relieved  the  heavy 
load  in  the  seventh  and  eight  grades  and  provided 
a  part  time  instructor  in  physical  education  for  girls. 
Courses  in  Homemaking  for  girls  in  Grade  7  and 
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General  Shop  for  boys  in  Grade  7  have  replaced 
elementary  science  in  that  grade.  The  content  of  the 
science  course  in  Grade  8  has  been  increased  to  cover 
what  was  previously  offered  in  grades  seven  and 
eight. 

The  whole  course  of  study  has  been  evaluated  by 
the  faculty  and  its  recommendations  presented  to 
the  Community  School  Committee.  As  a  result  of  the 
study  by  the  faculty  and  committee,  some  duplica- 
tion has  been  avoided  and  more  emphasis  placed 
upon  the  quality  of  the  courses  rather  than  upon  the 
number  of  required  courses.  This  change  is  reflected 
in  the  requirement  of  four  courses  per  year  and  six- 
teen units,  exclusive  of  Physical  Education,  Driver 
Training,  Personal  Typing,  and  Music  Appreciation, 
as  the  minimum  requirements  for  graduation. 

Grades  seven  and  eight  have  a  program  of  basic 
subjects  consisting  of  reading,  language  skills,  arith- 
metic, social  studies,  physical  education,  general 
music,  homemaking  for  girls  in  grade  7,  general  shop 
for  boys  in  grade  7,  and  science  in  grade  8. 

The  four  basic  courses  offered  during  the  last  four 
years  are  in  agriculture,  home  economics,  business, 
and  college  preparation.  Each  course  has  certain  re- 
quired subjects  but  there  are  enough  electives  to 
meet  the  needs  of  most  students.  The  guidance  de- 
partment and  staff  members  assist  all  students  in  the 
selection  of  coures.  However,  the  parent  should  as- 
sist in  selecting  a  course  of  study  that  will  best  fit 
the  student  for  the  vocation  or  profession  for  which 
he  has  the  greatest  interest  and  is  best  qualified  to 
enter.  In  situations  where  a  student  has  not  decided 
what  he  wishes  to  do  after  graduating  from  high 
school ,  and  the  student  has  average  or  above  aver- 
age ability,  he  should  be  encouraged  to  take  subjects 
that  will  meet  college  entrance  requirements.  In  many 
instances  a  student  decides  during  his  senior  year 
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that  he  wishes  to  continue  his  education  beyond  high 
school  and  finds  that  he  has  not  taken  all  the  subjects 
he  needs  to  meet  entrance  requirements.  For  this  rea- 
son it  is  important  that  parents,  student,  and  teach- 
ers work  together  in  selecting  the  most  appropriate 
course  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  student. 

Trust  Funds 

Over  a  period  of  years,  several  trust  funds  were 
set  up  for  the  benefit  of  Guilford  High  School  and 
Sangerville  High  School.  When  the  Piscataquis  Com- 
munity School  District  was  formed,  the  Community 
High  School  became  the  high  school  for  each  of  the 
four  participating  towns.  The  question  was  soon 
raised  as  to  how  the  change  would  affect  the  trust 
School  or  Sangerville  High  School  would  be  payable 
funds.  The  case  was  taken  to  court  and  the  court 
ruled  that  trust  funds  payable  to  Guilford  High 
to  Piscataquis  Community  High  School.  However,  it 
was  the  opinion  of  the  court  that  when  a  trust  pro- 
vided for  an  award  to  a  student  of  a  specified  high 
school  it  was  the  intent  of  the  person  making  the 
bequest  that  the  award  should  go  to  a  boy  or  girl  in 
that  town.  For  example,  a  person  establishing  a  trust 
for  a  student  in  Sangerville  High  School  would  as- 
sume that  the  boy  or  girl  receiving  the  award  would 
be  from  Sangerville. 

Some  explanation  as  to  the  status  of  the  trust  funds 
seemed  advisable  at  this  time  so  that  parents  and 
pupils  would  know  about  them  and  would  be  re- 
minded of  those  who  established  them.  The  name  and 
a  brief  statement  about  each  of  the  funds  is  given 
below. 

1.    Blanche  R.  Thomas  Fund. 

This  fund  is  invested  in  government  bonds.  The 
interest,  amounting  to  $42.50  per  year,  is  used  to 
purchase  library  books  for  the  "Blanche  R.  Thomas 
Shelf  of  Books". 
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2.    Lizzie  E.  Herring  Fund.  (Guilford) 

The  annual  income  from  $1,000  to  be  awarded 
each  year  at  the  high  school  graduation  exercises  to 
a  Guilford  boy  or  girl  in  the  graduating  class  who 
has  attained  a  good  general  standing  while  attend- 
ing the  high  school  and  who  is  the  most  worthy, 
needy,  and  shows  the  most  promise  for  further  and 
higher  education. 

,  3.    Lizzie  E.  Herring  Fund.  (Sangerville) 

The  annual  income  from  $1,000  to  be  awarded 
each  year  at  the  high  school  graduating  exercises  to 
a  Sangerville  boy  or  girl  in  the  graduating  class  who 
has  attained  a  good  general  standing  while  attend- 
ing the  high  school  and  who  is  the  most  worthy, 
needy,  and  shows  the  most  promise  for  further  and 
higher  education. 

4.  Russell  H.  Edes  Trust. 

This  fund  provides  that  the  income  from  $1,000 
each  year  is  to  be  awarded  to  the  Guilford  boy  or 
girl  in  the  Freshman,  Sophomore  and  Junior  classes 
for  work  of  merit  and  excellence.  The  fund  also 
provides  that  the  income  from  $2,000  shall  be  paid 
annually  to  assist  in  keeping  and  maintaining  a  band 
in  the  town  of  Guilford.  If  there  is  no  town  band,  the 
annual  income  shall  be  paid  to  develop  and  keep  in 
existence  music  through  the  channels  of  the  Guilford 
Public  Schools.  A  third  provision  of  the  trust  pro- 
vides that  the  income  from  $2,000  each  year  shall  go 
toward  the  college  education  of  any  young  man  or 
any  young  woman  of  said  Guilford. 

5.  Richard  D.  Pearson  Fund. 

This  is  a  loan  fund  for  the  benefit  of  Guilford 
boys  and  girls  who  need  assistance  in  financing  their 
college  education.  The  fund  provides  that  the  in- 
terest on  $5,000  be  used  to  create  the  loan  fund. 

6.  The  William  and  Addie  A.  Sampson  Apple- 
yard  Guilford  High  School  Memorial  Trust  Fund. 
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There  is  approximately  $3,000  now  available 
in  this  fund.  The  trust  provides  that  Mr.  Raymond 
W.  Davis  and  the  School  Committee  or  governing 
body  of  the  school  shall  determine  the  particular  use 
to  which  the  annual  income  shall  be  expended  for 
the  high  school.  Mr.  Davis  and  the  Community  School 
Committee  are  investigating  possible  ways  of  using 
this  income  to  best  meet  the  several  suggestions  made 
by  Mr.  Appleyard.  The  annual  income  varies  but 
has  been  in  the  neighborhood  of  $800. 

A  NEW  CENTRAL  SCHOOL 

L^ast  year  the  Town  of  Parkman  appropriated 
$2,500  to  be  set  aside  as  a  school  building  fund  and 
authorized  the  Survey  Committee  "to  make  a  study 
of  methods  of  financing;  plans;  sites;  taking  options 
if  it  seems  desirable;  and  possible  use  of  local  ma- 
terials and  labor,  and  to  report  to  a  later  special  or 
annual  meeting." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Superintending  School  Com- 
mittee held  on  January  31,  1954,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  passed  by  unanimous  vote: 

Section  1.  In  order  to  improve  the  school  facili- 
ties in  the  Town  of  Parkman,  there  is  need  for  the 
following:  The  construction  of  a  new  four-room  ele- 
mentary school  building  to  be  located  near  the  center 
of  the  town.  The  new  school  to  replace  the  three 
one-room  buildings  now  in  use. 

Section  2.  The  Superintending  School  Commit- 
tee recommends  that  the  school  facilities  listed 
above  be  procured  at  the  earliest  possible  date  by 
making  application  to  the  Maine  School  Building 
Authority  and  taking  whatever  steps  are  required  to 
secure  the  necessary  funds  from  the  Maine  School 
Building  Authority,  and  requests  that  such  recom- 
mendation be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  the  Town  of  Parkman  and  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education. 
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Section  3.  A  certified  copy  of  this  resolution 
shall  be  transmitted  to  and  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Parkman. 

The  above  resolution  was  presented  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  on  January  31,  1954,  and  was  approved 
by  them  by  unanimous  vote. 

An  application  was  filed  with  the  Maine  School 
Building  Authority  prior  to  their  meeting  on  Jan- 
uary 7,  1955.  On  or  about  January  5,  1955,  the  at- 
torney for  the  School  Building  Authority  notified 
Mr.  Bailey  of  the  Department  of  Education  that  in 
the  process  of  amending  the  Maine  Constitution  to 
increase  the  legal  debt  limit  to  seven  and  one-half 
per  cent,  the  lawmakers  neglected  to  exempt  the 
School  Building  Authority  bonds  from  the  seven  and 
one-half  per  cent  limitation.  As  the  process  of  amend- 
ing the  constitution  requires  a  referendum  vote  by 
the  people,  it  will  require  one,  or  possibly  two,  years 
before  the  School  Building  Authority  can  function 
again. 

As  soon  as  the  school  officials  and  selectmen  in 
Parkman  learned  officially  that  it  would  not  be  pos- 
sible to  do  business  with  the  School  Building  Au- 
thority this  year,  they  held  a  joint  meeting  on  Janu- 
ary 21,  1955,  to  decide  what  should  be  done.  It  was 
decided  to  have  a  special  Parkman  School  Building 
Charter  introduced  in  this  session  of  the  legislature. 
The  charter  to  be  similar  to  the  one  that  was  ap- 
proved by  the  1947  legislature  but  authorizing  the 
borrowing  of  $35,000.  A  charter  with  an  emergency 
preamble  was  prepared  and  introduced  in  the  legis- 
lature before  the  deadline  for  presenting  bills.  A 
public  hearing  was  held  before  the  Legal  Affairs 
Committee  on  February  22,  1955,  and  your  school 
officials  were  notified  the  following  day  that  the 
committee  was  reporting  the  bill  as  "ought  to  pass". 
We  hope  that  the  bill  will  be  passed  by  the  legisla- 
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ture  in  time  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  annual  town 
meeting  this  year. 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Survey  Commit- 
tee, the  Superintending  School  Committee,  and  Board 
of  Selectmen  that  the  town  of  Parkman  should  build 
a  new  building  now.  The  old  buildings  are  in  deplor- 
able condition  and  are  not  worth  repairing.  Both 
pupils  and  teachers  deserve  much  better  facilities 
and,  in  my  opinion,  the  people  of  Parkman  are  anxi- 
ous to  build  a  new  building  just  as  soon  as  possible. 
When  the  vote  is  taken  on  the  school  charter,  every 
voter  should  vote  his  convictions  based  upon  the 
needs  of  our  boys  and  girls.  No  voter  can  honestly 
say  that  our  present  buildings  are  safe,  healthful, 
or  attractive  and  that  Parkman  boys  and  girls  do  not 
deserve  better  facilities.  You  are  urged  to  vote  "YES" 
on  the  question  "Shall  'An  Act  to  Incorporate  the 
Town  of  Parkman  School  District',  as  enacted  by 
the  97th  Legislature,  be  accepted?" 

FINANCE 

In  December  1954,  the  Town  of  Parkman  received 
$7,146.52  in  General  Purpose  Aid  from  the  state. 
This  was  $741.62  more  than  was  estimated.  The  in- 
crease was  made  possible  by  the  action  of  the  spec- 
ial session  of  the  legislature  which  provided  that  the 
state  would  pay  106%  of  the  amount  called  for  by 
the  formula  for  figuring  General  Purpose  Aid.  The 
previous  year  the  state  had  paid  on  the  basis  of  95% 
and  that  percentage  was  used  in  estimating  the 
amount  of  state  aid  to  be  paid  in  December,  1954. 

Next  December  the  town  should  receive  approxi- 
mately $5,309  in  General  Purpose  Aid  unless  the 
present  session  of  the  legislature  changes  the  law.  If 
the  law  is  changed,  it  probably  will  increase  the 
amount  of  state  aid  to  the  smaller  towns.  The  drop 
in  state  aid  is  caused  by  a  decrease  in  the  amount 
spent  by  the  town  for  elementary  education.  For  the 
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biennium  1950-52,  the  town  spent  $23,214.57  for 
elementary  education.  In  the  two  year  period  1952- 
54,  the  town  spent  only  $19,574.14  for  elementary 
schools.  The  amount  of  state  aid  for  a  biennium  is 
figured  on  the  amount  spent  by  the  town  during  the 
preceding  two  years,  so  that  explains  the  decrease. 

In  1953,  the  school  accounts  showed  a  balance  of 
$4,109.36.  That  year  it  was  decided  to  reduce  the 
balance  in  order  to  keep  the  annual  appropriation 
down  to  $1,725.  Last  year  the  balance  was  down  to 
$2,491.51  and  the  annual  appropriation  was  only 
$2,600.  Now  that  the  balance  has  been  reduced  to 
$1^469.36  and  the  amount  of  state  aid  will  be  lower 
this  year,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  a  larger  ap- 
propriation for  common  schools. 

Parkman's  assessment  for  the  Piscataquis  Com- 
munity School  will  be  $52.74  less  than  last  year  in 
spite  of  an  increase  of  $13,284.67  in  the  district's 
budget.  This  decrease  is  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that 
the  subsidy  paid  by  the  state  for  Parkman's  share 
of  the  cost  of  the  high  school  is  reimbursed  at  the 
rate  of  55%  while  that  for  Sangerville  is  45%  and 
for  Guilford  only  35%.  Another  reason  why  the  cost 
to  Parkman  decreased  is  due  to  the  revaluations  of 
towns  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization.  A  com- 
parison of  1952  and  1954  state  valuations  and  the 
percentages  paid  by  the  four  towns  of  the  District 
is  shown  below:

REPAIRS 

Very  little  repair  work  was  done  during  the  year 
because  we  expect  to  have  a  new  building  for  the 
school  year  1955-56.  Any  money  spent  on  the  old 
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buildings  beyond  what  was  absolutely  necessary, 
would  have  been  thrown  away.  The  Superintending 
School  Committee  is  recommending  no  appropriation 
for  repairs  but  suggests  that  the  balance  of  $178.72 
in  that  account  be  carried  forward  as  a  contingency 
account. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members 
of  the  Superintending  School  Committee;  to  the 
Community  School  Committee  and  Trustees  of  the 
Piscataquis  Community  School  District;  and  to  the 
Municipal  Officers  and  Citizens  for  their  interest  in, 
and  support  of,  our  school  program.

To  the  Municipal  Officers  and  Citizens  of  Abbot, 
Guilford,  Parkman,  and  Sangerville : 
The  Trustees  of  the  Piscataquis  Community  School 
District  herewith  submit  their  seventh  annual  report. 

On  February  3,  1954,  the  Trustees  approved  a 
budget  of  $79,750  recommended  by  the  Community 
School  Committee.  They  also  set  up  a  Trustees'  Bud- 
get of  $10,000  to  be  divided  as  follows:  Retirement 
of  bonds  $4,000;  Interest  on  bonds  $1,965;  Payment 
on  notes  and  interest  $647.80;  Interest  on  short-term 
borrowing  $500;  Treasurer,  bond,  and  audit  $300; 
Contingencies  $2,587.20.  The  combined  budgets 
totaled  $89,750.  After  subtracting  the  balance  on 
hand  and  the  subsidy  credits  that  would  accrue  to 
the  several  towns,  it  was  found  that  the  amount  to 
be  assessed  was  $57,818.55. 
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A  short  time  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  on  April  6,  1954,  it  was  discovered  that  the 
1950  valuations  had  been  used  for  the  previous  two 
years  and  should  not  have  been  used  again.  By  using 
the  1952  valuations,  Guilford's  proportional  part 
would  be  56.85%  instead  of  the  55.17%  that  was 
used  in  figuring  the  assessment  for  Guilford.  In  order 
to  keep  the  assessment  for  Guilford  at  the  amount 
given  in  the  Town  Reports,  the  Trustees  cut  the  bud- 
get $2,359.67.  This  changed  the  amounts  assessed  to 
the  following  figures:  Guilford,  $34,119.10,  Sanger- 
ville,  $13,101.24,  Parkman,  $4,609.64,  Abbot,  $3,- 
628.90.  By  curtailing  some  of  the  work  that  had  been 
planned  and  reducing  the  contingency  account,  it 
was  possible  to  keep  within  the  new  budget.  Fortun- 
ately the  special  session  of  the  legislature  increased 
the  general  purpose  aid  $3,282  over  the  amount  that 
has  been  estimated.  This  increase  in  state  aid  plus 
savings  in  curtailed  maintenance,  made  it  possible 
to  close  the  year  with  substantial  balances  in  both  ac- 
counts. 

In  1954  the  Board  of  Equalization  for  the  State  of 
Maine  made  some  major  adjustments  in  valuations. 
According  to  the  1954  valuations  the  proportional 
costs  in  the  district  will  be  as  follows :

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

In  the  1954  report  the  Trustees  made  several 
recommendations  which  have  been  carried  out.  The 
area  between  the  classroom  building  and  the  gyna- 
sium  was  given  a  coating  of  hot  top  at  a  cost  of  $750. 
The  areas  once  occupied  by  the  tennis  court  and  the 
ice  house  were  filled  with  materials  from  the  exca- 
vation for  the  Guilford  Fire  Station  at  no  cost  for  ma- 
terials. The  only  cost  for  this  work  was  $39.75  for 
bulldozing. 

A  representative  of  the  Dow  Roofing  Company  of 
Augusta  was  asked  to  inspect  the  roof  of  the  class- 
room building.  He  reported  that  the  roof  did  not  need 
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to  be  replaced  at  present.  He  did  say,  however,  that 
when  the  roof  surface  did  need  to  be  replaced,  the 
old  covering  should  be  removed  and  a  completely 
new  roof  covering  be  applied.  He  explained  that 
when  the  underlying  layers  of  felt  become  brittle 
they  can  not  be  restored  by  applying  a  surface  coat- 
ing of  tar.  We  do  not  anticipate  that  the  roof  will 
need  to  be  replaced  this  year. 

There  are  two  major  items  that  will  be  investigated 
by  the  Trustees.  The  first  will  be  a  survey  of  possible 
savings  by  reducing  the  number  of  electrical  en- 
trances to  the  buildings  and  the  second  will  be  a  sur- 
vey of  the  costs  of  converting  the  heating  system  to 
the  use  of  Bunker  C  oil.  It  is  desirable  to  build  up  a 
reasonable  balance  in  the  Contingency  Account  to 
finance  some  of  these  improvements  without  the 
necessity  of  borrowing  and  to  avoid  an  unusually 
large  appropriation  in  any  one  year. 

The  maintenance  of  the  buildings  is  the  joint  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Com- 
munity School  Committee.  Capital  improvements 
are  handled  by  the  Trustees  and  general  mainten- 
ance and  repairs  by  the  Community  School  Commit- 
tee. In  keeping  with  this  policy,  the  rebuilding  of 
the  chimney  was  paid  from  Community  Committee 
accounts  while  the  cost  of  paving  the  yard  was  paid 
from  the  Trustees'  accounts.  We  are  pleased  to  re- 
port that  this  arrangement  has  worked  out  very 
satisfactorily  and  that  the  buildings  are  being  kept 
in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Piscataquis  Community  School 
District  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Community 
School  Committee  for  their  cooperation;  the  faculty 
of  the  high  school  for  their  efforts  to  improve  the 
school  program;  the  municipal  officers  for  prompt- 
ness in  making  payments ;  and  the  citizens  of  the  four 
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towns  for  their  loyal  support.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  PARKMAN 
January  1  to  December  31,  1954 
DIVISION  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING 

"Public  health  is  largely  a  matter  of  self-help, 
since  to  take  advantage  of  the  knowledge  and  the 
services  which  are  available,  personal  acceptance 
and  an  act  of  the  individual's  will  are  required." 

The  responsibility  of  the  public  health  nurse  is  one 
of  education  and  guidance.  This  is  done  by  giving  as- 
sistance according  to  the  apparent  needs,  such  as 
interpretation  of  medical  recommendations,  advice 
regarding  nutrition  and  diet,  demonstration  of  home 
nursing  techniques,  and  informing  the  parents  of 
communicable  disease  protection.  Also  observation 
is  made  to  detect  abnormal  symptoms  and  danger 
signals. 

There  are  children  in  your  community  who  do  not 
have  a  yearly  physical  examination  and  are  not  im- 
munized against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tet- 
anus and  smallpox.  Child  Health  Conferences  offer 
these  opportunities  for  children  under  school  age. 
Several  young  mothers  have  expressed  a  desire  to 
have  a  series  of  child  health  conferences  in  1955. 
Anyone  interested  in  this  service  may  contact  the 
District  Health  Office,  Dover-Foxcroft. 

Clinics  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Welfare  are  held  regularly  for  this  area  in  Ban- 
gor. These  clinics  provide  opportunity  for  medical 
and  orthopedic  consultation  for  children  who  have 
been  referred  by  their  family  doctor. 

"Health  programs  can  only  be  truly  effective  with 
the  understanding,  the  support,  and  the  participation 
of  the  citizens."

HEALTH  REPORT 

To  the  citizens  and  selectmen  of  Parkman  I  hereby- 
present  my  annual  report  for  the  period  of  Jan.  1- 
Dec.  31,  1954: 

School  Health 

The  school  does  not  attempt  to  be  a  medical  cen- 
ter, but  rather  an  educational  center  with  health 
education  an  integral  part.  "A  healthy  child  in  a 
healthy  environment"  continues  to  be  our  goal,  for 
in  the  schools  of  today  are  the  men  and  women  of 
tomorrow. 

A  healthy  child  is  not  merely  one  who  is  not  sick, 
but  one  who  is  free  from  defects  that  affect  his 
growth  and  development.  A  child  with  a  sight  or 
hearing  loss,  while  not  necessarily  sick,  is  certainly 
not  at  his  best  socially  or  education-wise.  A  regular 
medical  examination  to  discover  defects  early  is  ad- 
visable, but  is  actually  only  as  valuable  as  the  follow- 
up  done  by  the  parents  when  the  defect  is  reported. 
The  family  physician  and  school  nurse  are  always 
ready  to  help  parents  find  solutions  to  the  health 
problems  of  their  children.  The  Children's  Bureau 
holds  clinics  regularly  to  assist  parents  in  making 
these  corrections. 

The  school  examinations  were  done  by  the  school 
physician,  Dr.  Howard.  Cards  were  sent  to  parents 
if  defects  were  found.  Parents  are  urged  to  follow 
the  recommendations  made  on  the  cards. 

Home  visits  are  made  through-out  the  year  for 
various  reasons  and  at  the  request  of  teachers,  phy- 
sicians, etc. 

Immunizations  against  whooping  cough,  diph- 
theria, and  tetanus,  and  small  pox  vaccinations  are 
offered  each  year.  Many  parents  take  advantage  of 
this  opportunity  to  protect  their  children  against 
these  preventable  diseases. 
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The  audiometer  will  be  used  to  test  the  hearing  of 
the  students  in  the  spring. 

Cooperation  of  the  parents  with  the  school  phy- 
sician, teachers,  nurse  will  lead  to  better  health  for 
the  children  of  your  community. 

Tuberculosis  Control 

For  years  the  stress  in  tuberculosis  control  has 
been  placed  on  the  falling  death  rate  from  this  dis- 
ease. This  was  good  news  and  showed  progress  in 
our  long  fight  against  this  dread  killer.  Today,  how- 
ever, we  dare  to  hope  that  tuberculosis  may  be  re- 
moved as  a  cause  of  sickness,  of  lost  working  days. 
Therefore  we  continue  our  vigorous  search  for  the 
unknown  cases  of  tuberculosis,  so  that  we  may  find 
the  disease  early  while  a  cure  is  easiest,  and  surest, 
and  to  prevent  the  infection  spreading  to  well  per- 
sons. 

Tuberculosis  is  the  major  health  problem  m  the 
nation  today  that  is  preventable.  Great  progress  has 
been  made  to  control  it,  but  there  is  still  a  long  way 
to  go. 

Maximum  results,  from  the  large  amount  01  know- 
ledge gained,  can  be  obtained  only  if  each  citizen 
recognizes  and  accepts  his  individual  responsibility 
in  cooperating  with  the  physicians,  nurses,  and  pub- 
lic officials  who  are  striving  to  erradicate  tubercu- 
losis in  our  generation. 

Your  Piscataquis  County  Tuberculosis  and  health 
Association  is  ready  to  help  you  with  your  health 
problems  at  all  times.

AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


July  22,  1954 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Parkman,  Maine 
Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  our  agreement,  we  have  aud- 
ited the  accounting  records  pertaining  to  the  general 
and  trust  fund  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Parkman  for 
the  year  ended  March  3,  1954. 

The  cash  balance  was  reconciled  with  certificate 
furnished  by  the  Guilford  Trust  Company. 

The  assessment  of  1953  property  and  poll  taxes 
was  proved  and  compared  in  detail  with  the  list  com- 
mitted to  the  Collector.  Copies  of  excise  tax  receipts 
numbered  136  to  248  inclusive  for  1953  and  1  to  117 
inclusive  for  1954  were  added  and  found  to  be  in 
agreement  with  amounts  remitted  to  the  Treasurer. 

New  tax  liens,  including  cost,  were  recorded  and 
form  a  part  of  the  balance  as  reflected  on  Exhibit  A. 
Due  to  circumstances,  various  matured  tax  mortgage 
liens  have  not  been  listed  as  tax  acquired  property; 
however,  the  listing  does  not  change  the  status  of 
title. 

Accounts  receivable  and  accounts  payable  origin- 
ate from  current  year  transactions. 

Notes  payable  were  retired  by  authorized  tax 
levies  and  liquidates  the  Town's  long  term  indebted- 
ness, with  the  exception  of  the  amount  due  the  Min- 
isterial and  School  Fund;  it  is  recommended  that 
this  amount  be  invested,  thereby  eliminating  the  an- 
nual appropriation  and  earning  outside  revenue. 

Balances  forward  includes  $2,513.09  in  the  Edu- 
cational Department  and  $1.97  in  the  Walter  Harvey 
Book  Fund. 

Surplus  increased  $3,817.17;  this  is  due,  principal- 
ly, to  unexpended  balances  in  the  departmental  ac- 
counts, overlay  and  indebtedness  retired  by  tax  levy. 
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We  did  not  make  a  detailed  audit;  however,  all 
accounts  were  analyzed  and  test  checked  to  the  ex- 
tent considered  necessary. 

Based  upon  our  examination,  we  hereby  certify 
that,  in  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  Exhibits  and 
Schedules  fairly  present  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Town  as  of  March  3,  1954.

Article  32.  To  see  whether  or  not  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
($25.00)  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  Maine 
Publicity  Bureau,  to  be  expended  and  used  for  ad- 
vertising the  natural  resources,  advantages  and  at- 
tractions of  the  State  of  Maine  in  accordance  with 
provisions  of  Chapter  5,  Section  22  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Maine.
